Feeding for Milk Production 


A PRACTICAL TREATMENT OF THE SUBJECT FROM THE STANDPOINT 


Selection of Feed-Stuffs. 

N securing the lowest pos- 
| sible cost of production, and 

ultimately the largest profit, 
from the herd, the proper se- 
lection of feeds is important. 
The primary object of the 
feeder, in all cases, is the maximum pro- 
duction of milk for least expenditure of 
feed. While each feed-stuff is fairly uni- 
form, so far as nutrient content, effect on 
the system and palatability are con- 
cerned, it is impossible to recommend a 
particular ration which will prove most 
economical and efficient at all times, be- 
cause feed-stuffs vary in price in differ- 
ent seasons and localities, and also be- 
cause the feed requirements may vary 
with each individual cow. 

Characteristics of a Good Ration. 

The general requirements which 
should be met by rations for dairy cows 
are as follows: Palatability, variety, bulk, 
succulence, balance of nutrients, proper 
effect upon the system and economy. 

Palatability is a factor of great im- 
portance, for, no matter how good the 
ration is from the standpoint of digestible 
nutrients contained, the best results can 
not be expected unless it- appeals to the 
cow’s appetite. To secure this palatabili- 
ty, feeds of good quality liked by the cow 
should be fed in a clean manger. All 
grains, such as oats, barley, and corn, 
give best results when ground. 

A cow soon tires of a ration made up 
of but one or two feeds and as radical or 
frequent changes in the ration are not 
conducive to the best results, it is im- 
portant that feeds be so combined in the 


ration as to give variety. This variety is essential for the 
dairy cow because, unlike the beef steer, she is on feed 
for a long period and for successive periods. 

: Bulk is required to help make digestion in the roomy 
digestive tract as thorough as possible; moreover, the 
bulky feeds grown upon the farm are the cheapest feeds. 
When bulk is lacking the digestive juices do not act as 
thoroughly upon the small, compact food mass and all the 
digestible nutrients cannot be utilized. This bulk is ob- 
tained not only through feeding alfalfa and clover hays 
and corn silage, but also by making the grain ration rather 
bulky. Corn and cob meal, ground oats and bran are 
bulky and all are good for the dairy cow. The most eco- 
nomical milk production can be secured only when the 
roughages produced upon the farm are utilized to the best 
advantage, especially when some high protein or legumi-

casine and albumin of milk. 
animals, proteins are used for the growth of the fetus. 
Proteins cannot be replaced by either fats or carbohy- 
drates for the building of body and milk protein. Owing 
to the fact that their cost is usually much greater than 
that of the carbohydrates, where they are only equal in 
value to the carbohydrates in heat and energy production, 
proteins should not be fed in excess of thé amount neces- 
sary for body maintenance and milk secretion. 

The ash or mineral matter has not received the atten- 
tion it merits from the feeders of live stock, but experimen- 
tal work in progress at a number of the stations indicates 
that in the near future this nutrient will receive much more 
attention. The main function of the ash is to build up 
bone in the growing animal and also in the fetus, and to 
form the mineral portion of milk. 


nous hay is grown, such as 
clover, alfalfa, oats and Canada 
field peas, soy beans or cow 
peas. 

Succulent feeds are very es- 
sential in profitable milk pro- 
duction. During the summer 
months succulence may be obtained from 
pasture grass, until the hot, dry weather 
makes it necessary to add corn silage or 
soiling crops. For winter feeding, corn 
silage is the most economical source of 
succulence under most farm conditions. 
Succulence is needed partly because the 
dairy cow is producing a product high 
in per cent of water, and partly bécause 
it has a good effect upon her system. 

What “Balance” Means. 

By balance of nutrients is meant a 
proper proportion between the digestible 
nutrients, protein, carbohydrates, fat and 
ash. Every food nutrient has several 
functions to perform in the body. The 
carbohydrates are used largely for the 
production of heat and energy, but may 
also be converted into body fat and stored 
as such. In the case of the milk-producing 
cow, a large quantity of the carbohydrates 
is used in the production of butter fat and 
milk sugar. 

The fats are more concentrated heat 
and energy producers than carbohydrates, 
a given quantity having two and one- 
fourth times the heat and energy value. 
They serve the same purpose as the car- 
bohydrates in the ration. 

Proteins are used for building up and 
replacing muscular and other active tis- 
sues. In the case of milk-producing cows 
they are used in the production of the 
In the case of pregnant 


. ‘ ee sited < 
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The best combination of these nutrients will vary with 
the individual cow, the quantity and quality of milk she 
gives, the prices of feed-stuffs, and her condition as to 
whether she is pregnant or not. Cows that have a ten- 
dency to become too fleshy need less carbohydrates and 
more protein in proportion, and cows with the opposite ten- 
dency more carbohydrates. As milk contains relatively 
large amounts of protein, fats and ash, the ration fed 
should carry a liberal supply of these nutrients so that the 
cow will not have to draw from her own body to make up a 
deficit. At the Wisconsin Experiment Station it was found 


that in 110 days a dairy cow, fed a liberal ration, yet one. 


deficient in lime, gave up 25 per cent of all the lime of her 
skeleton. Similar results have been secured where cows 
have been fed rations sufficient only to maintain their 
bodies and not for milk production. Body tissue is sacri- 
ficed in order that the cow may secrete milk. Many of 
the cows on our farms today are doing this same thing. 
They produce milk in fair quantities for a few months 
after calving, not because of the ration made up solely 
of ear corn, timothy hay and corn stalks, but in spite of it. 
However, after they have drawn upon their own bodies as 
long as they can they rapidly decline in milk flow after 
five or six months. In many cases this lack of persistency 
is due to inherited characteristic as well as to failure to 
feed, especially for milk production. 

The ration must be economical. In selecting feed-stuffs, 
thought must be given to the relative values of different 
feed-stuffs as well as to their price per pound. Home-grown 
feeds should be used so far as practicable. However, it is 
more profitable at times to sell most of the grain and 
purchase by-product feeds to be used in conjunction with 
the corn silage and clover or alfalfa hay. This point should 
receive the careful attention and best thought of the owner 
of live stock. Where the dairy farm produces clover, 
alfalfa and oat and pea hays, a large amount of the only 
nutrient the farmer needs to buy, protein, may be secured 
cheaply. No dairy farm is complete in its equipment with- 
out at least one silo for winter feeding and one with a 
smaller diameter for summer feeding. The two most com- 
mon succulent feeds for winter are corn silage and roots. 
Experimental work has proved that silage, as compared 
with roots, yields more heavily per acre, costs much less 
and gives equal results from similar weights of dry mat- 
ter. Silage is also very desirable for the herd during the 
latter part of July and most of August, when pastures are 
usually very short, due to hot weather and lack of rain- 
fall. The value of silage or soiling crops at this season does 
not lie solely in the temporary increase of milk flow, but 
also in maintaining it, for after a cow once decreases in 
her milk flow it is practically impossible to bring her back 
to normal for the remainder of her lactation period. Con- 
trary to the opinion formerly held, milk from silage-fed 
cows is not inferior in flavor or odor to milk from cows 
fed dry feed. Great care should.be taken, however, to pre- 
vent the odor of silage from contaminating the freshly- 
drawn milk, which takes up odors very quickly. It is best 
to feed the silage after milking, and just what will be eaten 
up clean at that feed. The silo should be shut off from 
the barn proper. 

Preparing the Cow for Her Year’s Work. 

The proper time to begin feeding a cow for milk pro- 
duction is six to eight weeks prior to freshening. She 
should have at least this length of time to rest and pre- 
pare for the next lactation period. The feeds given at this 
time should meet the following requirements: Rest and 
cool out the digestive tract, supply nourishment for the 
growth of the fetus or unborn calf, and build up the flesh 
and strength of the cow herself. 

For the cows that are to freshen during the summer or 
early fall it is a good plan to have a small pasture -set aside 
so that they may have abundance of pasture grass and not 
be molested by the other.¢ows,.. In addition to this a few 
pounds of ground oats and in some cases.a small quantity 
of bran will be sufficient. Cows that are to freshen during 
the winter should receive from 20 to 25 pounds of corn 
silage, all the clover or alfalfa hay they desire and a grain 
mixture of three parts ground oats, two parts bran and one 
part oil meal. The amount of grain per day is to be 
governed: by the individual animal. Animals thin in flesh 
may be given a small quantity of corn but should not 
be crowded, but rather fleshed up gradually. Timothy hay 
and cottonseed meal are not desirable as they are rather 
constipating, while laxative feeds are needed at this 
time. Too large a quantity of corn is likely to have a bad 
effect upon the system. It is well to reduce the ration 
sli_h'ty just prior to calving as by so doing the danger of 
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milk fever and after-calving troubles is decreased to some 
extent. 

A few days before calving put the cow in a clean, dis. 
infected, well-bedded boxstall, if her bowels are not movin 
freely, a dose of three-fourths to one pound of epsom pe 
or one quart of raw linseed oil will prove very beneficial 
A grain ration of two parts bran and one part oil meal is 
very good at this time. 

For a few days after calving the cow’s drinking water 
should be luke warm. In addition to alfalfa or clover hay 
and a small quantity of silage, she should be fed bran 
mashes or a small allowance of bran, oil meal and ground 


oats. If the cow does not pass the afterbirth promptly 


and the man in charge does not understand the anatomy of 
the reproductive organs, a competent veterinarian should 
be called; that should be done also when the cow has 
difficulty in calving. 

Care of Cow First Thirty Days After Calving. 

If the cow has been properly cared for the first three 
days she may then be placed on dry and more solid food. 
The manner in which she is fed during the next thirty days 
determines largely the character of the work she will do 
during her lactation period. Experienced feeders of beef 
cattle realize that thirty days are required to get steers 
on full feed, and likewise, the dairy cow needs to be given 
thirty days. Without doubt parturition weakens the diges- 
tive apparatus and heavy feeding soon after calving is 
liable to be followed by indigestion, bloat or impaction. 
During the first thirty days after parturition the maternal 
instinct is at its highest pitch and during this time, if prop- 
erly cared for, the cow can be brought to her greatest pos- 
sible milk flow. 

To do this, the feeds must be suited to the individual 
cow’s needs. Beginning on the fourth day with five pounds 
of grain daily, the ration should be increased slowly—say 
at the rate of half pound each alternate day. This rate of 
increase is rapid. enough, for the cow will respond as 
well to a half pound increase as she will to a pound. This 
increase may continue just as long as the cow continues 
to increase profitably in her milk flow. When she ceases to 
respond, then the feed should be lessened in the same grad- 
ual manner for a few days and it will, as a rule, be noted 
that the cow will further increase in milk flow. The feed 
given on the day she beings to decline in milk determines 
practically the amount of grain she should receive. Much 
less than this amount will not compel her best work and 
any additional feed will be worse than wasted. 

The exact amount and quality of the food will be de- 
termined by the condition and individuality of the cows. 
Seldom do two cows demand to be fed in exactly the same 
way. Cows inclined toward beefiness require a narrow ra- 
tion, or one containing a proportionately large amount of 
protein; cows of the strictly dairy type, inclined to work 
hard and become thin in flesh, need to be fed more ex- 
tensively of foods rich in carbohydrates. Cows of large 
capacity and the ability to produce great volumes of milk, 
require more than cows with less capacity and ability. 

Amount to Feed. 

The amount of feed given the cow is of great import- 
ance. The average dairy cow requires about 50 per cent of 
a normal ration for maintenance. Consequently, if this cow 
is fed but one-half the normal ration, she receives simply 
enough to maintain her body and the milk she gives will 
be produced at the expense of her body tissues. Under 
such conditions the flow of milk would no doubt keep up 
for a time, but the animal would not be able to continue 
the work and her strength for a very long period. This is 
one.of ‘the chief reasons why cows on many farms drop off 
rapidly: immilk flow after the first two or three mogiths of 
their,\Jattation periods. It is*poor economy to underfeed 
the.\dairy cow because her maintenance requirements for 
the year will remain the same and her milk production will 
be certain to ‘suffer. 

There are cows that are overfed, thus receiving food 
in addition to the requirements for maintenance and milk 
production, and this extra food is used for fat formation. 
This happens where all the cows are fed alike, irrespective 
of lactation period and production. This is also poor econo- 
my, because when many cows start to “flesh up” they con- 
tinue to do so at the expense of milk production. 

The best ration will depend upon the condition, individ- 
uality and record of the cow, but it is a common practice 
to allow one pound of grain for each two and a half to four 
and a half pounds of milk produced, depending upon the 
richness of the milk, or six to eight pounds of grain for 
each pound of butter fat. In addition to this grain ration, 
the: average cow should receive one to one and a half 
pounds of clover or alfalfa hay and two and a half to three 
pounds of corn silage for each 100 pounds live weight.

Be- 
fore the close of the 
season two other 
daughters had made 
better than 22 lb. and 
it was these three 
heifers that gave Hol- 
stein breeders an ink- 
ling of the capacity of the daughters of this sire. Three 
daughters were convincing evidence especially when all 
made over 22-lb. as junior 2-year-olds. In July of 1915 fol- 
lowing the close of the year 1914-1915, K K S V Kate Pon- 
tiac came through with a record of 26.15 lb. as a 2-year-old 
giving their sire the distinction of having 50 per cent 
of his daughters above the 26-lb. mark as 2-year-olds (ju- 
nior).

A New Canadian Champion 


Het Loo Clothilde Korndyke has Ye- 
cently broken the Canadian Champion 
junior 3-year-old record with her pro- 
duction of 33.71 Ib. butter from 456 lb. 
milk which record she has just com- 
pleted and is now being carried for 
the month. During her best day she 
gave 82.7 lb. milk and showed an 
average test of 5.7 per cent for the 
week. With this production ‘she dis- 
places Belle Model Pietje with a rec- 
ord of 33.63 lb. butter from 475 Ib. 
milk. Het Loo Clothilde Korndyke 
is a daughter of Pontiac Korndyke 
Het Loo and sister therefore to Het 
Loo Pietertje, the world champion 
junior 2-year-old with a record of 30.32 
lb. butter from 578 lb. milk, and sold 
in the Milwaukee sale for $12,750. Like 
all of her great sisters, Het Loo Clo- 
thilde Korndyke made her records the 
property of W. L. Shaw, Newmarket, 
Ontario, who also owns their sire. 


Michigan Milk Champion 


The Michigan state milk records for 
one, seven and thirty days have re- 
cently been broken by the perform- 
ance of Aaggie Wayne Pauline De Kol 
2d that made 30.18 lbs. butter from 
769.1 lbs. milk in 7 days, 122.43 lbs. 
butter from 3216.5 lbs. milk in 30 days. 
On each of the 30 days she produced 
better than 100 lbs. milk and on the 
last day of her test produced 112 lbs. 
Her best production during the time of 
her test was 117 lbs. Aaggie Wayne 
Pauline De Kol 2d is sired by Jo- 
hanna Korndyke De Kol with three 
30-lb. daughters and her dam with a 
record of 22.51 lb. butter, is sired by a 
three-quarter brother to Aaggie Cor- 
nucopia Pauline. She is a cow of re- 
markable capacity and at no time dur- 
ing the test was she off her feed and 
her production was made on a grain 
ration of approximately 25 Ibs. per day. 
She is owned by and made her records 
the property of Frank Wiltz, Howell, 
Mich. 


Another Ohio Leader 


One of the really remarkable cows 
of the breed is Aaggie Cornucopia Co- 
lantha, an Ohio cow, that has recently 
added another remarkable record to 
the showing of her native state. When 
fresh this great cow made 30.33 Ibs. 
butter from 747 lbs. milk producing 
116 Ibs. her best day and 799 Ibs. dur- 
ing her best week. Her 30-day produc- 
tion showed 134 lbs. butter and 3331 
Ibs. milk. Continued in test for 120 
days she produced 10217 lbs. milk and 
has now completed a year record of 
1136 Ibs. butter from 25986 Ibs. milk. 
For 72 days of the year Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Colantha produced over 100 Ibs. 
milk and averaged to produce 100 Ibs. 
for 116 days of her test. Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Colantha is sired by Colantha 
Contest Preble and is from a grand- 
daughter of Aaggie Cornucopia Jo- 
hanna Lad Jr. She is owned by and 
made her records the property of E. 
KE. Ellett & Son, Beloit, Ohio. 
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Production and Reproduction 


N his annual address last June President Aitken ad- 

] vanced the idea that in the economy of the Holstein 

breeder milk and butter should be considered as the 
by-products and the increase of his herd the real end and 
aim of his business. There is a good deal of truth in this 
thought for it is unquestionably the fact that the real 
profit directly accruing to the Holstein breeder comes from 
his sales of surplus animals rather than from the money 
received for the milk produced. The foundation for the 
value of his surplus animals, of course, lies in the proven 
ability of the Holstein cow as a producer. Their superiority 
over all other breeds in this respect is the basis for the 
demand that is ‘responsible for the prices at which Hol- 
steins are selling. Our system of official and semi-official 
records establishing beyond question the productive capa- 
city of the Holstein cow, has performed invaluable service 
to the breed. In the present stage of our development, 
however, does it not seem reasonable that some way 
should be devised to take into account the real product 
of our purebred.Holstein herds, as well as the by-products 
—milk and butter. 

The inauguration of the 305-day division a few years 
ago was in recognition of that principle. The theory back 
of this ten months’ test was that a test of that length 
furnished practically as reliable a basis for judging the 
producing value of a cow as did the full-year test, with the 
added advantage that it would make it possible for breed- 
ers to carry on long-time testing and at the same time for 
their cows to freshen approximately every twelve months. 

In theory this plan was well conceived and sound in 
its-fundamental principles, and as such it was adopted with 
enthusiasm at the Detroit meeting in 1916. In actual .prac- 
tice, however, we believe there is little excise for its 
existence. We believe that in general the public compares 
the total pounds of milk and butter produced in a lactation 
peried whether it be for 305 days or 365, to the obvious 
detriment of the 305-day records. The ten months test 
was adopted, so that the cow could complete a record of 
this length and drop a calf in approximately twelve months. 
Actually, however, the cow who does measure up to the in- 
tent of the ten months idea, and who does drop another 
calf in twelve or thirteen months, is given no greater credit 
and recognition and is forced to compete on exactly even 
terms with the cow who is not bred until nearly the con- 
clusion of her test, and who may be crowded so that she 
will never produce another calf. If a cow rounds out her 
normal functions by producing heavily for ten months, 
and by dropping another living calf within twelve or thir- 
teen months from the beginning of her test, why not give 
her the full measure of credit for her achievement by 
providing that no cow who fails to drop another calf with- 
in a specified time, perhaps thirteen months, shall be ad- 
mitted to the ten’months’ division. Make entries in this 
division a real badge of honor. 

Restrictions That Help. 

The argument has been advanced that nothing 
should be done to place more restrictions on our breeders 
in entering our cows in long time test, that it should be 
our aim to encourage them as much as possible to take 
up long time testing and do nothing that would tend to 
hold back any one from undertaking it. It has been 
argued further that the placing of a calving requirement 
in the ten months’ division would discourage many breed- 
ers from making long time tests, for the reason that they 


would not know until near the close of the year whether 
their cows were going to freshen in time to have their 
records admitted, and that after going to the trouble and 
expense of making the long time test, no regulation should 
be imposed that would deprive the cow and her owner 
of recognition for all that was accomplished. 

As we see it, none of these objections are valid as they 
apply to the subject of adding a calving requirement. to 
the admission of a 305-day record. Surely the small breed. 
er will be more strongly attracted to long time work if 
there is a division in which he feels he can compete with 
the big breeders on pretty nearly even terms. He might 
not feel that he could afford to carry his cows at high 
pressure for a full year or ten months, not breeding them 
until near the close of the test, thus losing six months or 
more of time in getting another calf, with the possibilities 
for complete barrenness which this system holds. 

With a calving requirement he could run his cows in a 
sane and practical manner, competing only with records 
that were made under similar ccnditions. Instead, there. 
fore of discouraging the small breeder, we believe the 
adoption of this added regulation would remove one of 
the greatest causes of discouragement he is now facing. 
The second objection likewise does not apply for the reason 
that the man who is doubtful about his cow freshening with- 
in the stipulated period, could continue her for the extra 
two months and complete a full year’s record, which would 
remain as at present with no restrictions as to calving. 
In the case of cows that were not due to freshen within 
the period set in the ten months division, there would be 
no objection from the standpoint of the cow to carrying 
her for the full year, as there would still be time for 
sufficient rest before she would be due to calve. 

The question of a calving requirement in connection 
with our long-time tests was mentioned by several corre- 
spondents in their letters published in the recent dis- 
cussion of the Ten Vital Questions concerning long and 


- short time testing. We believe this particular phase of the 


question is worthy of further consideration and discus- 


. sion. We already have letters from a number of promin- 


ent breeders bearing on this subject, which will be present- 
ed next week. An earnest invitation is hereby extended to 
every breeder, or anyone who has interest in the breed and 
who has constructive ideas to suggest on this subject, to 
express those ideas through the World for the benefit of the 
Holstein fraternity. We should like to see some action 
taken in the matter at the annual meeting in Philadelphia 
next June.

In her first six yearly tests Tilly Alcartra has produced

all from the marvelous work of Sophie 19th, the facts war- 
rant the statement that her three additional years of age, 
and her two additional lactation periods, give a lead over 
Tilly Alcartra in total fat production that Tilly should easily 
wipe out during the coming year. It'is fortunate, therefore, 
from the standpoint of the title of Queen of the Dairy 
World that Sophie did not start her work three years 


later, at the same time Tilly Alcartra began her career

breeder who wrote concerning the first volume, “Its read- 
ing seems to give people an*ifispiration that they really 
can do something for themselves.” Mr. Cabana is deserving 
of the thanks of the Holstein community at large for the 
good he is doing the industry through his efforts along 
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The Dairymen’s League Meeting at Utica, N. Y. 


Three thousand delegates from six 
states, over which the influence of the 
Dairymen’s League extends, ratified at 
a monstrous mass-meeting held at 
Utica last Saturday a plan of co-oper- 
ative marketing for dairy and farm 
products produced by members of the 
Dairymen’s League. Through Bradley 
Fuller, counsel for the League, the Di- 
rectors presented a plan, which the 
meeting ratified, calling for the organ- 
ization of a Co-operative Marketing As- 
sociation under the Membership Cor- 
poration Law. The objects which this 
Marketing Association will seek to ac- 
complish are as follows: 

(1) To‘provide a method whereby 
league stockholders may care for their 
own surplus milk. 

(2) To regulate the supply of fluia 
milk and milk products to meet the 
demands of the market. 

(3) To distribute the proceeds from 
the sale of such fluid milk and milk 
products so that each producer may 
receive the same price less various 
and necessary differentials due to 
freight rates, butter fat content, etc. 

It is proposed to keep the sale on 
milk and dairy products separate from 
the sale and purchase of farm products 
and farm supplies. There are to be 
two intermediary associations between 
the stockholders in the league and the 
Co-operative Association. The small- 
er or local association will be compo»- 
ed of big stockholder members. It is 
planned to have this incorporated for 
the purchasing of farm supplies and 
the selling of farm products. Througn 
Regional Associations the Local As- 
sociations will pool their resources in 
a larger way. The Regional Associa-- 
tion will be composed of officers elect-: 
ed by the members of the Local As- 
sociation. 

For the purpose of handling the 
dairy products, the Co-operative Asso- 
ciation will have direct control of the 
plants to which the league stockhold- 
ers deliver milk. It will control the 
manufacture and sale of the dairy. pro- 
ducts produced by the league sto¢k- 
holders. This will insure uniform 
Management, as the Co-operative As- 
sociation or Parent Company will own 
and operate the plants, manufacture 
and sell surplus at such times as the 
market requirements demand it, ana 
pro-rata the payments to stockholders 
for fluid milk and manufactured pro- 
ducts. The Parent Company, it is plan- 
ned to have made up of twelve Direct- 
ors elected by the Regional Associa- 
tions, which in turn will have contro} 
of the Local Associations made up of 
the stockholders. Contracts for hand- 
ling milk will be made direct to the 
large stockholders by the Parent Com- 
pany and the Company in turn will 
deal with the milk distributors. 

Mr. Fuller, in explaining the plan of 
organization, which he outlined very 
thoroughly, put the whole proposition 
upon a business basis that bids fair to 
be very successful. It is a basis, upon 
which other localities in Western 
States have been operating and have 
found practical, but which has been 


hitherto untried in New York owing 
to the immense size and- complexity of 
the problem of marketing milk in so 
large a market as New York. Mr. Full- 
er finds that the way New York dairy- 
men have been marketing milk is fun- 
damentally wrong, in that no provision 
has been made to care for the surplus 
milk, which fact has given dealers 
many excuses for dodging the estab- 
lishment of a just price for fluid milk. 
Real or fancy losses caused by surplus 
have been brought to bear upon the 
price of fluid milk in the past. Under 
the proposed plan, dealers will be sup- 
plied with what liquid milk they de- 
mand, and the Co-operative Associa- 
tion or Parent Company will, through 
its local plants, manufacture and sell 
its own surplus, supplying the market 
with whatever it demands of liquia 
milk, butter, cheese or condensed milk. 
In working out the plan of organiza- 
tion, the Directors have borne in mind 
two propositions; the necessity of 
leveling production and the necessity 
of leveling the price. 

It is a highly centralized organiza 
tion that is proposed, centralized so 
that the Co-operative Association keep 
in touch with the necessities and re- 
quirements of the market and can sup- 
ply what is desired. Such an organ- 
ization can control production by di- 
verting surplus to any one of three or 
four various commodities. Such an or- 
ganization can secure for each league 
member according to Mr. Fuller an 
equitable price for his milk. The 
league Directors do not feel that the 
members will continue to remain sat- 
isfied with league prices when some 
get the price of fluid milk and others 
get less money for milk made into 
various products. It is the ultimate 
purpose of the Cooperative Association 
to establish a Dairymen’s League 
brand of milk, cheese, butter, and con- 
densed milk and to make that brand 
ultimately a guarantee of quality the 
world over. Although Mr. Fuller did 
not refer to it, this is the plan upon 
which the great fruit associations of 
the Pacific Coast have worked and 
which through:advertising they have 
rendered highly successful. 

One of the first things that the Co- 
operative’ Association or Parent Com- 
pany will do is to conduct a survey of 
the cow population tn the milk pro- 


. ducing sections, from which can be de- 


termined the location of Regional 
Plants for handling surplus and froma 
knowledge of which can be gained a 
correct estimate of which districts are 
hest suited for the production of but- 
ter, cheese or condensed milk. 

A plan proposed for similar organi- 
zations by the U. S. Government o1- 
ficials and known as the Revolving 
Fund, is proposed for the Co-operative 
Association in financing this great pro- 
tosition. While estimates vary as tu 
the cost of starting this proposition, 
conservative figures show that at least 
$10,000,000 will be required for the es: 
tablishment of plantS. The Revolving 
T'und provides for the issuance of cer- 


tificates of indebtedness, which will be 
retired at a rate of 20 per cent yearly 
and which will result in league mem- 
bers owning the stock of the Associa- 
ticn in five years time. 

The plan of organization was very 
thoroughly explained at the meeting 
on Saturday and Mr. Fuller and other 
officials submitted to close question- 
ing by the delegates, which ironed out 
mary of the points that were not un- 
derstood. Tne Srst Directors of the 
Co-operative Association have been. 
eiected by the present Directors of the 
lairymen’s League, Inc. ‘They are as 
tcilows:

This constituted the principal busi- 
ness of the meeting, although address- 
es were given by S. L. Strivings, Pres- 
ident of the New York State Board of 
Farm Bureaus, S. J. Lowell, Master of 
New York State Grange, Frank W. 
Clark, Ex-President of the New Eng- 
iand Dairymen’s League and Charles 
W. Burkett. Mr. Striving urged that 
farmers support their own business, 
this being the topic of his address. 
Mr. Lowell cited the example of the 
State grange which is working out an 
organization of similar import to help 
the farmers secure better feed and 
other farm supplies through Co-opera- 
tive bargaining. Mr. Clark compared 
the proposition to a traffic officer, 
whose business it is.to divert traffic 
from one channel to another. He stat- 
ed that what the League needs is 
someone to stop the stream of milk 
coming down from the hills and va- 
leys and at times let cheese, butter 
and by-products have the right of way 
until traffic is normal again. 

The meeting announced that the 
April price for league milk would be 
*2.80 per hundred for 3 per cent milk, 
t!.e zene limit being:increased to 20u 
miles from 156. , 

An incident worthy of notice was the 
applause that followed Mr. Fuller’s 
statement that the league did not 
think it advisable to enter int® the 
tusiness of distributing milk in New 
York City. There seems to be a very 
strong sentiment against this, as Mr. 
Tuiler explained the league advises 
taking the milk to the city lines, turn- 
ing it over to the distributers at an 
agreed price and putting it up to them 
to sell the milk to the consumer 
through their own organization. 

Plans have already been perfected 
in Svracuse districts for a Regional 
Plant which will be operated inde- 
pendently until plans for the Co-oper- 
ative Association are perfected, when 
it will swing into line as one of the 
League Regional Plants.

NEWS FROM THE SECRETARY’S OFFICE 
Volume 39 of the Herd Book Soon Ready 


Secretary Houghton gives notice that Volume 39 of the 
Holstein-Friesian Herd Book is now in the hands of the 
printer and is expected to be ready for distribution in 
April. This volume covers registrations from February 26, 
1918, to August 7, 1918, and contains 40,242 entries, 14,- 
166 for males numbered 230,706 to 244,871 and 25,876 for 
females numbered from 423,671 to 449,546. In addition to 
this fundamental information, the book contains an index 
of names and addresses of the breeders of these animals, 
also the Constitution and By-Laws of the Association with 
a list of its officers and minutes of the last annual meeting 
and special meetings of the Board, together with the an- 
nual reports for the past year. 

A set of the Herd Books as nearly complete as possible 
should be regular equipment in every Holstein library. 


Value of Prefix Names. 


A revised edition of the pamphlet entitled the Value 
of Prefix Names and Rules Governing Their Selection has 
been issued by the secretary’s office. This pamphlet con- 
tains a complete list of the prefix names registered with 
the secretary to February 1, 1919, and gives an outline of 
some of the advantages, and pertinent information on this 
important subject. 

“Every breeder of purebred Holsteins who wishes to 
advertise his business widely, at no cost to himself, should 
choose some word to be used as a prefix in naming the 
animals in his herd. By the use of such a prefix, the 
cattle are easily identified as of his breeding, and his 
name is thus brought prominently before the public, with- 
out effort or expense upon his part. 

“The Secretary of The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America is always glad to reserve a prefix name for the 
exclusive use of anyone requesting him to do so, but a 
name already in -common use cannot be reserved for any 
one breeder, nor can any breeder use the prefix which has 
been reserved for the exclusive use of another, except in 
naming animals in the first generation of descent, when the 
calf is given the exact name of the sire or dam with ‘2d’ 
added. A prefix name appearing in the recent breeding of 
an animal may be used by anyone in naming its progeny, 
but the prefix name cannot be used as the first part of the 
name, except by the person for whom the prefix was re- 
served. 

The Secretary is frequently requested to register a 
farm name, but this is not done, except as the farm name, 
in whole or in part, is reserved for use in naming cattle. 
When possible, it is a good plan to use the farm name in 
this way, as a breeder is thus doubly advertised. If the farm 
is already favorably known, the stock named for it will 
share its good reputation. In case neither farm nor stock 
is named, reputation will be gained for both more quickly 
if a farm name is chosen which can be used as a herd 
prefix.”

ANNUAL REPORT OF C. J. SCHROEDER 


Secretary Holstein-Friesian Breeders Association of Wis- 
consin, Submitted at 27th Annual Convention, Fond 
du Lac, Wis., March 11, 1919. 
Mr. President and Members of the Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders Association of Wisconsin: 
I have the honor at this time of presenting to you my 
sixth annual report. 
This has been a year of larger activities undertaken by 
the association than have been attempted by it in any of

its .previous history. It has been a year crowned with 
success in spite of war conditions which prevailed and 
which served to attract attention into other channels of 
thought and effort. 

One of the larger activities undertaken and brought to 
a successful outcome was the holding of the First Annual 
Wisconsin Holstein Breeders sale. This was held on 
April 25-26 at the state fair grounds at Milwaukee. While 
in some instances prices were not what may have been 




















et ninety-nine head — — of $37,620, an 
380 per head. This is the highest average price 
cairn Holstein cattle in a consignment in the state

up geen of the sale cannot, however, be entirely 
judged from the prices received for the animals sold. It 
brought to Wisconsin Holstein breeders more than the 
money paid for their cattle. It brought them the highest 
esteem of those who came to the sale to buy, because of 
the absolutely clean manner In which it was conducted, 
its liberal guarantees as to health and breeding ability 
and the assurance of our association that these would be 
lived up to. Moreover the offering of cattle was far above 
the average and demonstrated that we have in Wisconsin 
the class of Holstein cattle which buyers may take home 
with them to use as foundation animals for the establish- 
ment of strictly first class herds. 

Another of the larger activities undertaken by the As- 
sociation during the past year was to contribute to the sup- 
port and success of the 33d annual meeting of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America held in Milwaukee on June 
5th and to the National Holstein sale held at the State 
Fair Park on the three days following this. The meeting 
was accorded treble the attendance, the. bulk of which 
were Wisconsin breeders, than any previous meeting of 
the National Association. 

To the success of the sale Wisconsin breeders contri- 
puted freely both as consignors and as buyers and new 
records were established for the sale of dairy cattle. One 
hundred seventy-five head sold for $425,810, an average of 
$2,433 per head. Thirty-six bulls sold for an average of 
$5,138 per head and 139 females for $1,737 per head. The 
feature of the sale was the record price of $106,000 for 
the seven-months-old bull calf, Champion Sylvia Johanna. 

Wisconsin breeders were excellent buyers in the sale. 
They took fifty-three head, among them several excellent 
bulls, with high record dams. This is almost one-third 
of the entire number of animals sold. A Wisconsin breeder 
remained a competitor for the $106,000 bull calf up to 
$75,000. 

There were held during the past year five meetings of 
the board of officers for the purpose of arranging for the 
foregoing and for the purpose of arranging for this meet- 
ing and sale. 

Thirteen new members have joined the association since 
our last annual meeting. One former member has been re- 
moved by death and one by resignation. This makes the 
present membership 328. 

In accordance with the ruling adopted two years ago 
the second annual booklet or 1918 Year Book, was issued 
on February 1, 1918. Five thousand copies were issued. 
Of this number 1500 remain for distribution whereas the 
entire supply of 1917 Year Books is entirely exhausted. 

There have been taken in memberships and advertising 
to date since January 10, 1918, a total of $1,016.00. In 
addition to this there was an income of $350 turned into 
the treasury from the First Annual Wisconsin Holstein 
Breeders Demonstration sale and $288.64 additional in- 
come from the balance left on hand from the entertain- 
ment fund for the National Convention in Milwaukee. These 
amounts added to the balance left on hand from 1917 on 
Jan. 10, 1918 of $193.95 made a total of $1,848.59 available 
for the Association’s purposes for the past fifteen months. 

Disbursements for the same period for printing, station- 
ery, stamps, stenographic services, envelopes, advertising, 
secretary’s services, engraving and miscellaneous office 
supplies amount to a total of $1,442.41 leaving a balance 
on hand of $406.18. There are no outstanding bills to offset 
this. This is the largest balance on hand in the treasury 
that the association has yet had at the close of any year 
since its organization. 

“However it is not as large a balance as it should be. 
There are still due the association the following amounts

Plans for a purebred bull drive were laid before the 
club by Farm Bureau Manager J. R. Teall of Onondaga 
County and discsssed at some length by Wing R. Smith. 
Prof. H. H. Wing, W. W. Stevens, A. L. Brockway, H. V, 
Noyes, Dr. Sheldon Voorhes, John Sullivan, B. B. Andrews 
and H. E. Munger. The secretary was instructed to write 
Mr. Teall that the club is in hearty sympathy with his 
plans and will make an effort to extend them to other 
counties throughout the state. The subject will be made 
the special order of business ‘for the next meeting of the 
club and the secretary was instructed to procure more in- 
formation regarding the way this matter is being handled in 
other states. The club also gave consideration to a pending 
feed bill brought up by Mr. Brockway. The speakers in- 
cluded President Stevens, A. L. Brockway, Ward W. Ste- 
vens, H. V. Noyes and Prof. H. H. Wing. The discussion 
brought out the fact that this bill, as proposed, would add 
nothing of value to the legislation now upon the statutes. 
Prof. Wing asserted that it was not enforceable and that 
in his opinion the laws of New York State were sufficiently 
cluttered with legislative enactments of this nature that 
it would be folly to add another to the list. Though the 
Club voted no action on the matter, it was the concensus 
of opinion that the bill should be killed. 

Prof H. H. Wing brought to the attention of the club 
the bill introduced by Assemblymen Witter and Secor in 
licensing milk testers. A. L. Brockway was commissioned 
to look into it, the club being of the opinion that the bill 
should not pass. The bill would require licenses for every 
person testing milk in New York State, 
which would include those who are making 
official tests. Under the provision of the 
bill, a daily report would be required from 
these men as well as those testing milk at 
receiving stations. It was probably the 
intention of those presenting the bill to 
include only milk testers employed at re- 
ceiving stations, creameries, and cheese fac- 
tories, but the bill is so drawn that license 
is required for all who test milk in New 
York State. It is unnecessary to apply this 
to those testers sent out from the State 
Universities for official work, as they are 
fully covered by existing legislation. An 
effort will be made to have the bill redrawn 
or not enacted in its present form. 

The matter of foreign shipment was taken 
up by former President E. A. Powell, who 
although unable to be present sent a mes- 
sage urging that action be taken by the 
club. A committee consisting of H. V. Noyes 
and Mr. Powell was appointed to look into 
the matter and endeavor to secure the 
elimination of red tape, which is at present

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GLEANINGS FROM THE GARDNER REPORT 


Report No. 6 from the office of the Superintendent of Advanced Registry 
covers the period from January 20 to February 5, 1919. It includes ten 30-lb. 
records, of which nine are original entries and one a repeater, making a total 
for the year thus far officially reported of one hundred twenty-one original 
entries and twenty-nine repeaters, with a grand total of 30-lb. cows numbering 
1309. It is interesting to note that for a similar period last year in comparison 
with one hundred fifty 30-lb. records, for the present year there were reported 
one hundred twenty-three; in 1916-1917 forty-six; in 1915-1916 forty-three and 
1914-1915 thirty-four. These figures tell a wonderful story of progress in the 
development of the breed. sale Kd 

Short-Time Official Records. 


The largest record in the short-time division is that of the California six- 
year-old Ninette Aine Pauline, owned by Palo Alto Stock Farm, Palo Alto, 
California. Her new figures are 36.34 lbs., which follow her 32-lb. record as 
a five-year-old. 

The six additional 30-lb. cows in the full aged class include daughters 
for Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, Admiral Walker Pietertje and Spring Farm 
King Pontiac. The daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, Miss Minita 
Ormsby Mercedes, leads the entire report for milk production, her figures being 
698.3 lbs. milk. She is owned by T. H. Skrei, of Glyndon, Minnesota. 

Two daughters of King Segis Lyons head the senior four-year-old class with 
records of 32.27 and 30.07 lbs. respectively. Both are owned by Dr. B. B. 
Davis, of Omaha, Nebraska. In this class a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes, owned by E. C. Schroeder, of Moorhead, Minnesota, lacks but a 
fraction of a pound of the 30-lb. mark. 

The senior three-year-old class brings out another 30-lb. heifer in Creston 
Pontiac Segis. Her figures are 30.19 lbs. butter. She is owned by P. Buth, of 
Comstock Park, Michigan, and her sire, King Segis Calamity, is a grandson of 
King Segis Pontiac. 

The junior four-year-old and junior three-year-old classes do not bring 
out the usual number of high record performers as we have come to regard 
them, although both of them are headed by creditable performers. The leader 
in the junior four-year-old class, Tobe Rag Apple Lipkje, has 26.49 lbs., and is 
owned by B. F. Jones, of South Montrose, Pennsylvania. Mollie of St. Anna 
Butter Girl, a granddaughter of Albina Butter Boy, leads the junior three- 
year-olds with 25.32 lbs. She is owned by Musolff Brothers, of South Lyon, 
Michigan. 

Eight senior two-year-olds are listed with records of 20 to 24.83 lbs., the 
leader being Lily Lyons Pietje, owned by the Luzerne County Industrial School 
of Kis-Lyn, Pennsylvania. The 20-lb. list includes daughters of Rag Apple 
Korndyke 8th, Rag Apple Korndyke Boon, Sir Inka Prilly Segis, Kalmuck Skylark 
Johanna and Hollywood Lilith Palmyra. 

Five junior two-year-olds make better than 21 lbs., four of them crossing 
the 22-lb. mark. The leader, Butter Girl May Johanna, a daughter of Colantha 
Johanna Lad 8th, has a splendid record of 25.50. She is owned by R. E. Chapin 
& Son, Batavia, New York. She is followed by 2 22-lb. daughters for King 
Korndyke Sadie Vale, both owned by W. D. Robens, of Poland, New York. 

Eight Months After Calving Division. 

The eight months after calving records include some splendid performances. 
The leader is Emeretta Korndyke De Kol, whose figures 25.97 give her a high 
rank fn her class. She is sired by a grandson of King Segis and is owned by 
Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Delaware. Two other cows in the full age class 
exceed the 20-lb. mark, these being Elmside Fedora Cornucopia Dots, owned

Heading the report of long time semi-official records is Tilly Alcartra, 
who is here officially reported with 33,425.3 lbs. milk, 1058.42 lbs. fat, which is 
equivalent to 1323.03 Ibs. butter in a year. This record has been reported in 
considerable detail in earlier issues of the World. 

Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d, by her production of 1032.75 lbs. fat (1290.94 
lbs. butter) becomes the twenty-second cow of the breed to enter the list pro- 
ducing above one thousand pounds fat. Her work is also familiar to World 
readers. 

Seven other cows in the full aged class produced above 800 lbs. fat, the 
records coming from Rhode Island, Ohio, Minnesota and Michigan. Altogether 
in the full aged class list there are nineteen cows producing above 640 lbs. fat, 
which is equivalent to 800 lbs. butter. In the entire report there are eleven 
cows producing above 1000 lbs. butter, and thirty-seven cows and heifers pro- 
ducing above 640 lbs. fat or 800 lbs: butter. Fifteen mature cows and six heif- 
ers, a total of twenty-one, produced over 20,000 lbs. milk in a year. 

Heading the senior four-year-old class is Willow Hill Pearl of the Dairy 
with 1039.8 lbs. butter, 20237.2 lbs. milk, showing an average for her year of 
4.11 per cent fat. She is owned by Hargrove & Arnold, of Norwalk, Iowa. 

The leader of the junior four-year-olds falls short a trifle of the 1000-lb. 
mark. Her name is Pontiac Delphine, and her figures are 977.33 lbs. butter, 
23491.5 lbs. milk. She is owned by the State Hospital, Pontiac Mich. 

Four senior three-year-olds produced better than 800 lbs. butter, the leader 
being Royalton Ormsby Echo, a granddaughter of the great Canadian cow, 
Jennie Bonerges Ormsby. Her figures are 863.69 lbs. She is owned by H. A. 
McQuilin, Delta, O. 

Another 1000-lb. producer appears in the junior three-year-old class, Oak 
Dale Flossie, producing 1041.69 lbs. butter from 20899.6 lbs. milk.

DAIRY STOCK PAY? 


Does it pay to breed purebred Hol- 
steins of high quality? 

S. H. Bird, South Byron, Wis., pro- 
prietor of Mound Prairie Stock Farm 
and president of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Breeders Association of Wiscon- 
sin, answers “yes” to both questions.

days. Today there are 21 descend- 
ants from this cow in my herd and 
they are valued at $6,300. I have sold 
thirteen head for $3,380, making a 
total of $9,380, in eleven years on an 
investment of $150. 

“In that time I lost my foundation 
cow, two animals were sold for beef 
because they were non-breeders and I 
lost ten calves. This merely illus- 
trates the fact that there are losses 
that go with the breeding business.

A late copy of the government bulle- 
tin on Commerce Reports deals with 
the margarine situation in Denmark.

cents a pound on the material they 
spread on their bread represents econ- 
omy and good judgment on their part.

Mr. Shaw not only secured the herd (which was the big- 
gest private sale of Holsteins in Canada), but also engaged 
the services of Gordon Manhard, who after moving to 
Newmarket, the new home of the famous Het Loo Herd, 
still continued to de- : 
velop 30-lb. cows. ;

This heifer was consigned to the annual National Sale 
at Milwaukee last year, and brought the record price for 
a heifer at her age, of $12,500. ; 

Mr. Manhard being forced to leave on account of ill 
health and seek a change of climate, Mr. Shaw placed in 
charge of the herd E. E. Muirhead, a young man who is 
making his name well known among the breeders of the 
Black and Whites in Canada. Since taking charge he has 
been adding more laurels to the herd, having made 
during the past two years several 30-lb. records. His most 
recent achievement being the winning of the Canadian 
championship for the junior three-year class with Het 
Loo Clothilde Korndyke. At three years four months she 
gave 456.6 lbs. milk and 33.71 Ibs. butter, replacing Mr. 
Hardy’s well known heifer Belle Model Pietje. Her average 
test for the 7 days was 5.90 per cent, her best day’s milk 
being 70.2 lbs., but she has beaten that in her 30-day rec- 
ord by giving 82.2 lbs. in one day. She is a good individual 
and a coming candidate for the 40-lb. class; in fact, it 
would not be surprising if she passed the 40-lb. at her next 
freshening as a four-year-old. 

The senior herd sire is one of the best bulls in Canada, 
Pontiac Korndyke Het Loo. He has 20 tested daughters 
and will have several more before the year is out, as 
quite a number are due to freshen and will be tested. He 
is a fine individual and is making a name for himself as 
a sire of great producers and outstanding individuals. 
Among the number are Het Loo Pietertje, the world’s 
champion two-year-old, previously mentioned, also Het Loo 
Clothilde Korndyke, the new Canadian champion, both of 
them high in test and milk. Het Loo Pietertje averaged 
for 7 days 82.5 lbs. milk. Her average test was over 4% for 
her seven and thirty-day records, which considering the 
amount of milk given and her age speaks well for her. 
Individually, as shown by the illustrations, the bull and 
both of these great daughters leave little to be desired. 

The junior herd sire, Sir Pontiac Echo Het Loo, is a 
son of Avon Pontiac Echo, who was recently secured from 
A. C. Hardy by the Carnation Stock Farms to head their 
herd at Oconomowoc, Wis., and a brother of Carnation 
King Sylvia, the $106,000 bull. It is almost enough when 
you say that the junior herd sire is a grandson of that 
world’s record milk cow May Echo Sylvia, the only cow to 
produce over 1000 Ibs. milk in seven days, but when you 
find that he also traces back to two of the finest bulls of 
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the breed, King of the Pontiacs and Pontiac Korndyke on 
his sire’s side, it makes him one of the coming bulls of the 
breed. His dam is the great 31-lb. Oakvale Elsie Johanna. 
A young son of the junior herd sire and out of the new 
Canadian champion Het Loo Clothilde Korndyke, is one 
of the most desirable of the youngsters in the herd. 

Following are some of the records made by Mr. Muir- 
head during the past two years, besides the -Canadian 
champion already mentioned. Princess Segis Walker 33.64 
lbs. butter, Fairview Korndyke Boon Johanna 31.45 Ibs. 
butter, Abbekerk Beets Korndyke’ 30.42 lbs. butter and 
Mildred Pietertje 
Abbekerk 32.60 Ibs. 
butter—this cow hav- 
ing passed the 30-lb. 
mark two years run- 
ning and holds the 
world’s record for 
the milk production 
as a_ four-year-old 
with 127 lbs. milk in 
one day. Great cred- 
it is due him for the 
splendid condition 
the herd is in, anda 
nicer bunch of young 
heifers no man 
would wish to own 
than these at Roy- 
croft Farm, all of 
them showing good 
type and breeding. 

These notes 
would not be com- 
plete without a few words in reference to the buildings on 
Roycroft Farm. The barn is perhaps the most up-to-date 
barn in Canada, being fitted throughout with all the latest 
improvements for the comfort; of the cattle and the 
attendants. Electricity is used liberally for both light 
and power. All the machinery that can be run by power 
is hitched up to the electric motor, including the milking 
machine, which is considered an indispensable part of the 
equipment, separator, root pulper, clipping machines, 
pumping for the water supply, which is kept constantly be- 
fore the cows, etc., The barn is built on the T shape, the 
main part being occupied by the herd, while the two 
wings are used as horse stable and calf barn, with two 
large silos to contain the ensilage. A new test barn con- 
sisting of nine large box stalls, was recently added to the 
end of the calf barn, which makes the buildings most com- 
plete. 

A light tractor is used on the farm for doing the plow- 
ing, etc., while a motor truck is used for carrying milk to 
the station and bringing home supplies for the farm, etc. 
The milk is sent to one of the large dairies in the city of 
Toronto. 

Altogether Roycroft Farm is one of the most up-to-date 
farms in Ontario, and the Holstein herd would compare 
favorably with any other herd of its size in the world.

ABOLISH 7-DAY TEST, OR REDUCE ITS INFLUENCE

It is most gratifying to read the articles you have been 

printing lately in favor of the long-time test as against the 

seven-day and other short-time tests. Mr. Stevens appeals 

to me as being right in his statement that large seven-day 

records reflect principally upon the ability of the handler, 
rather than the dairy quality of the cow. 

The seven-day test is a money-making proposition for 
those who obtain big records, and this is the main reason 
for its popularity. The unsound feature is that these rec- 
ords are used for the purpose of obtaining big prices for 
the record-making individuals and their progeny—the idea 
being that they are wonderful animals, whereas the seven- 
day test is, to say the least, deceiving. 

For the sake of the breed and for the best interests of 
the Association, I believe that the short-time test ought 
either to be abolished or some action taken by the Associa- 
tion to greatly reduce its influence and importance.

RELATION OF SEVEN-DAY TESTS 
TO YEAR RECORDS 


Reference was made in a recent let- 
ter from Fred Pabst on the subject of 
seven-day and long-time testing to the 
tables published in 1916 by the Black 
and White Record, giving definite data 
on the relation of seven-day tests to 
year records. This information was 
based upon study and analysis of 
nearly one’ thousand year records, 
which included all records made by 
animals having a seven-day production 
between 10 and 20 lbs. fat. This re- 
search work was done by E. A. Har- 


rington, who was at that time an asso- 
ciate editor of the Record. The object 
of his research was to find by means 
of averages the factor which when 
multiplied with the number of pounds 
fat in the seven-day record, would 
show what that animal should pro- 
duce in a year, within reasonable 
limitations. This was worked out in 
considerable detail, animals being 
divided up by ages, by length of time 
from calving and whether they tested 
more than 3.75 per cent fat or less than 
that figure. 

Without going into all of these de- 


tails, we are reproducing a graphic 
table showing the results of this in- 
vestigation. 

It will be noted that the factor for 
the 10-lb. class stood on an average 
at 37.7; that is, with a seven-day rec- 
ord between 10 and 11 lbs., by multiply- 
ing the seven-day figures by 37.7 the 
results should be what that animal 
ought to be expected to produce in a 
year.

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IMPORTANCE OF SEED SELEC- 
TION 


The importance of selection in seeds 


for planting is coming more and more 
to be recognized and aire the prom- 
inence it deserves. Pedigreed, heal- 
thy seeds are just as much more profit- 
able than scrub and diseased seeds as 
holds true in the realm of the dairy 
cow. A bulletin recently issued by 
the Indiana Experiment Station gives 
the striking results from extensive ex- 
periments in the selection of disease- 
free seed corn. These experiments 
showed that corn yields are greatly re- 
duced by hitherto little understood 
disease-producing organisms. The 
planting of seeds infested with these 
organisms is in a great measure re- 
sponsible for miss hills, as well as 
slow-growing stalks, down-stalks, nub- 
bins, early blighting of plants in the 
field, etc. with the large reduction of 
yield which these conditions bring 
about. It was also demonstrated that 
the same organism which causes 
scab of wheat also causes rot of the 
stalks, ears and ear shanks of grown 
plants. Wheat planted in fields of dis- 
eased corn has more scab than occurs 
when the corn fields are free from 
scab producing organisms. 

The remedy for these conditions lies 
in the selection of seed ears from dis- 
eased-free stalks. Ears should never 
be selected from smutted stalks, or 
from stalks which are rotted, or the 
ear shanks are rotted or broken. 

After carefully selecting the seed 
ears, they should, of course, be tested, 
as a careful study of the germinating 
seedlings makes it possible to find and 
discard from seed stock any ears car- 
rying disease-producing organisms. 
The germinator recommended for this 
test consists of a frame support on 
which there is a wire screen. This 
frame and screen holds about a two- 
inch layer of sawdust, mixed with 
about’ one-quarter of its. weight of 
ground limestone, which will serve to 
keep the sawdust sweet and germ free. 
A sheet of heavy muslin that had been 
placed previously in: boiling water to 
remove the starch is spread over this 
limestone-sawdust layer. The kernels 
ofcorn are placed on this muslin 
which may be marked in various ways 
to indicate the position of each of the 
ears tested, and the seeds are then 
covered by another similarly treated’ 
sheet of muslin. The germinator and

A CORRECTION IN MR. PABST’s 
LETTER 


We are in receipt of a let 
Fred Pabst calling attention ear an 
error in his letter published March 8 
in the discussion of the Ten Vital 
Questions. 

Referring to page 30 of that issue 
we would call the readers’ attention 
to the answer to question 4. The mat- 
ter given under that heading was in. 
tended to supplement the answer in 
Mr. Pabst’s original letter rather than 
to be substituted for it. The original 
answer giving Mr. Pabst’s opinion 
on this subject is as follows: “In my 
opinion generally speaking the 7-day 
test is of little value as compared with 
the yearly test. However, I wish to 
make it clear that I am not in favor 
of the yearly test. It is unnatural for 
a cow to undergo the strain of a 12- 
months lactation period. I, therefore, 
am a strong advocate of the 305-day 
test and with few exceptions we con- 
fine our testing to that period of 
time.” 

Summing the matier up Mr. Pabst 
writes, “I am opposed to yearly tests, 
but I very strongly favor the 305-day 
test. We are eliminating the yearly 
test entirely, but are putting more 
cows than ever on the 305-day test.”

Cold in the Head 

This condition is also known as Ca- 
tarrh of the head or sometimes as 
rhinitis. 

This condition is usually mild and 
very seldom fatal, but if complicated 
by a severe sore throat it is some- 
times fatal. It is most often brought 
about by animals that are accustomed 
to shelter, being exposed to damp or 
stormy weather. It may also be caus- 
ed from irritating or noxious gases. 
At first a reddening of the lining of the 
nostrils and eyes is noticed. This is 
quickly followed by a watery dis- 
charge from the eyes and nose. At 
first not much attention is paid to 
this condition bit the discharge be- 
comes more profuse and the anima’ 
develops a high temperature and the 
discharge may become heavy and con- 
tain pus. The animal becomes great- 
ly weakened and is dull, does not 
move around much, has an impaired 
appetite. 

The first thing that should be done 
is to get the animal into a warm yet 
well ventilated barn. If cold, blanket 
the animal. All drinking water should 
have the chill removed. Only the best 
of feed and that in small quantities 
should be given. Take six ounces of 
spirits of camphor and two ounces of 
fluid extract of belladonna and give 
one (1) tablespoonful of this mixture 
in a little water as a drench about 
every three or four hours. Good care 
is the most essential thing in the 
treatment. 


Bleeding From the Nose 

This condition is often spoken of 
as epistaxis, and is quite rare in cat- 
tle. This condition may be the result 
of injuries the same as in other ani- 
mals, but it is not at all common. In 
aged cows in an unthrifty condition 
we have sometimes seen quite a se- 
vere hemorrhage or bleeding from 
either one or both nostrils. This us- 
ually takes place from a month to 
Six weeks before the pregnant cow 
gives birth to her young. Does not 
occur in cows that are not with calf. 
The bleeding may persist until sev- 
eral pints of blood has been lost and

time if the cow experiences any great 
difficulty in giving birth to her young 
it may leave her in such a physical 
condition that death will result. 

Keep the animal quiet and bathe the 
head and nostrils with cold water 
Apply cold water to the head. Tie the 
head up to a rack or beam. If it does 
not stop within a reasonable time cal) 
a veterinarian who can either use 
styptic injections to check it or hypo- 
dermics of adrenalin. To prevent the 
recurrence of the hemorrhages take 8 
ounces of the tincture of iron chloride 
and of this give two (2) tablespoons- 
ful in water as a drench, night and 
morning until the cow has calved 
when all danger will have passed. 

Bronchitis 

This is an inflammation of the mu- 
cous membrane lining the bronchial 
tubes, be they the main bronchi or the 
capillary bronchial tubes. This condi- 
tion is most often spoken of as catch- 
ing cold. It in itself is not often fatal, 
but if complicated with other diseases 
it may prove fatal. 

The animal’s temperature may go 
up to 104 or 105 degrees. A cough is 
present which may be and usually is 
indistinct and incomplete. The inspir- 
ations are incomplete and short and 
gives the animal much pain. The ex- 
pirations are prolonged. By placing 
the ear over the lungs various sounds 
may be heard corresponding to the ex- 
tent to which the disease has _pro- 
gressed and the amount of exudate 
that is present. If, however, these 
bronchial tubes fill up with fluid the 
animal dies from suffocation. The ap- 
petite is lost and the pulse is fast and 
hard. 

The animal should be placed in a 
well ventilated and comfortable box 
stall. The bowels should be kept in 
good condition by the use of laxatives 
and proper feeds. Keep the cow 
warm even though it requires blan- 
keting. Use the following: Fluid ex- 
tract belladonna 2 ounces; spirits of 
camphor, 4 ounces, and aromatic spir- 
its of ammonia, 10 ounces. Give two 
(2) tablespoonsful in water as 4 
drench three times each day. The an- 
imal should be fed lightly and it 
should be of the best quality. This 
condition is apt to become chronic 
and then not a great deal can be done 
for it in many cases. If the case 
seems severe from the start a compet- 
ent veterinarian should be employed. 

Pleurisy 

This is an inflammation of the mem- 
brane lining the chest cavity and that 
covering the lungs. It is rarely found 
as an independent disease, but usually 
found associated with pneumonia and 
is no doubt caused by the same dis- 
ease germ. It may occur as an inde- 
pendent disease due to a fractured rib 
or a deep punctured wound. 3 

When the animal is first noticed it 
has a great deal of pain. It does not 
move around much and when it does 
it will move as though foundered. 
The breathing is very fast, but 1s 
mostly abdominal and very shallow. 
The ribs are fixed. Movements of the 
animal give pain. Pressure between 
the ribs causes the animal to evince 
pain. A short grunting sound is heard 














s in breathing and the ex-

n. The muzzle is hot and dry 
ae appetite is absent. The ani- 
mal is constipated and the tempera- 
ture will be around 105 or 106 degrees 
Fahrenheit. If the ear is placed over 
the chest cavity a hoarse rasping 
sound is heard and this is caused by 
the rubbing together of the two dry 
inflamed surfaces., After a couple of 
days the temperature drops to 103 or 
104 degrees and the animal begins to 
eat and secretions of the serous mem- 
pranes begin to fill up the chest cavity 
and the sounds become less harsh as 
the cavity fills up. If medicinal treat- 
ment can not stimulate the absorption 
of this fluid in the cavity, the animal 
gradually grows weaker, the breath- 
ing shorter and more hurried and the 
animal has an anxious haggard ex- 
pression, which is soon ended by 
death. If a veterinarian can be had 
that can perform an operation and 
draw off this fluid from the chest cav- 
ity from time to time it may be the 
means of saving the animal’s life. 
Death will not usually occur sooner 
than from 10 days to two weeks nor 
later than the third week. 

Give the animal the same general 
care as recommended for bronchitis. 
Keep the bowels active. Give the 
same treatment for the cough here as 
mentioned under bronchitis. Take of 
fluid extract of bryony and give one 
(1) tablespoonful in a little water 
every three hours; this will very ma- 
terially assist in the absorption of the 
exudate. Take of oil of mustard one- 
half ounce and _ petroleum eight 
ounces. Thoroughly mixed, rub in on 
each side of the chest over the lungs. 
Do not rub too vigorously; this will 
have the same effect as a mustard 
plaster and is much easier kept in 
place. If the life of the animal is 
threatened it requires an operation as 
mentioned above which must be per- 
formed by your veterinarian. 

Pneumonia 

This condition is divided by most 
authors in at least three different 
types or classed in three different 
groups, but we feel that very few in- 
dividuals can differentiate between 
these conditions clinically, and as the 
treatmentvof them all is practically the 
same, we will speak of it simply as 
pneumonia. All of these types are 
caused by the same germs and the on- 
ly. difference is in the way the respira- 
tory organs are affected. 

The condition immediately preced- 
ing the pneumonia of cows is conges- 
tion of the lungs. The animal may be 
seen having a chill which may last on- 
ly two or three hours or which in other 
cases may last several hours. This 
may be of short duration and escape 
the attention of the attendant. The 
temperature will be found to be 105 or 
106 degrees Fahrenheit, and occasion- 
ally even higher than that. The re- 
spirations are greatly accelerated and 
very shallow, the pulse is quick and 
hard and the nostrils are dilated; a 
cough may be present at this time. 
The nose is hot and dry and the ani- 
mal is usually constipated. Pressure 
between the ribs over the lungs gives 
the animal pain. The animal stands 
with the forelegs spread apart and the 
elbows turned outward. The hair is 
Standing on end and the skin is harsh 
and dry.

If the animal is going to recover the 
cough becomes loose, and the other 
Symptoms begin to subside, the appe- 
tite returns and the animal is gep- 
erally improved in all ways. If, how- 
ever, the case is not progressing fa- 
vorably the breath will have a foetia 
smell and is taken in very short gasps 
The extremities are cold and feel 
clammy and the pulse can not be felt. 
These symptoms are an_ indication 
that death is a matter of a very short 
time. 

It is doubtful after the first symp. 
toms of pneumonia have developed if 
it is possible to abort the disease, but 
we do feel that if intelligently handled 
at this time that the severity of the 
attack can be so lessened as to make 
it a comparatively slight ailment in 
many cases and greatly lessen its ef. 
fects in most others. This condition 
should be treated early, as this is the 
time when the real good is done. In 
this condition the more fresh air the 
better, just so there are no draughts. 
Blanket the animal well and then see 
that there is an abundance of 
fresh air. See that the bedding 
is clean and plenty of it. The 
chill should be taken off the 
drinking water. The feed should be 
given often and in small quantities 
and should be appetizing. The first 
thing to do after blanketing the ani- 
mal and making it comfortable in the 
right surroundings, is to apply a coat- 
ing of the mustard and petroleum as 
referred to above. Have your drug- 
gist put you up several powders of 
Sparteine sulphate each containing 30 
grains and dissolve one of these in a 
small quantity of water and give every 
four hours. If the animal can be kept 
eating it will greatly favor the pa- 
tient’s chance for recovery. For this 
take fluid extract of nux vomica and 
gentian of each two ounces and give 
of this one-half tablespoonful every 
three hours in a little water. If the ani- 
mal is constipated give a small laxa- 
tive dose of epsom salts or oil. 


Heaves 


This condition is also known as 
emphysema and is caused by a rup- 
ture of the very small air cavities of 
the lung. It makes a peculiar respir- 
atory action in which the inspiration is 
normal but the expiration is prolonged 
and difficulty in expelling the air from 
the lungs. The diagnosis can be made 
from this characteristic breathing. 
The animal is usually emaciated, hide 
bound and the coat is staring. 

There is no treatment for this con- 
dition and as it does not materially af- 
fect the milk flow nor the appetite and 
the best thing-to advise is to prepare 
such animals for the block where their 
condition is such that they will make 
good meat and why not destroy them 
for humanity’s sake.
